BILL IS FAVORED BY ALL

Bolse.~All doubt that ldaho would
be dry was removed when the house
of representatives passed the senate
local option bill known as No, 60,
which automatically puts every brew.
ery In a dry county in the state out of’
business and makes it lmpossible to
obtain intoxicating liquors In prohibi
tion districts,

The climax of the dry program will
gome when the senate passes the state
wide prohibition bill sent over by the
house and now with the committee on
privileges and elections, The first
step in this program was the passage
of & constitutional prohibition amend-
ment against which but one vote was
cast, The statutory bill followed and
the senate bill was passed by the
house with every vote In that assem-
bly registered for It

Fight on Utilities Commission.

Interest In leglelative matters has
shifted to the fight belng made on the
public utilities commission, Two bille
have been introduced relative to the
commission, one providing for the re-
peal of the commission law in ita en-
tirety and another amending it so as
to tuke awny much of its power,

The greatest opposition to the law
Is because of Its provision requiring
all corporations seeking to do busi-
ness In any section of the state to
secure from the public utilities com-
mission & certificate of public conven-
lence and necessity, The effect of
this feature of the law is corporation
control in its most advanced meaning,
In the pust two years the commission
has not only regulated prices of pub
lie utilities, but It has regulated com-
petition.

Big Fight to Come.

Blow progress is belng made In the
workmen's compensation aud employ:
ers’ lialHty law. The bill drawn by
the commission appointed for the pur
pose two years ago still rests in the
bands of the house committee, A
storm awalts Its report to the house,
for organized labor s up in arms
against certaln provisions of the meas
ure. They charge that it was drawn
in the interests of the employers, that
it is unfair to the workmen, In whose
Interests it was supposed o be drafted
and that recommendations made by
labor organizations at the public hear

ings held by the commission, were al- |

most wholly ignored,

This is another measure that Gov.
ernor Alexander is believed to be op
posed to, but whether his disapproval
would extend as far as a veto, is o
question that friends of the measure
are asking themselves,

County Divislon Again,

One more county division bill has
appeared in the legisiature, Emmett
aspires to be the county seat of Gem
county, which it is proposed to create
out of Canyon and Bolse counties, If
the theory advoecatod when the Butte
county bill was pending is carried out,
the fate of Gem county Is already seal:
ed. After one county had been cre
sted io the southeast, and two In north
Idaho the southeastern members came
forward with the Butte county project.

In the fight made for the creation
of Butte county the southeastern mem.
ers made It clear that they proposed
to maintain the status quo, so far as
representation in the state legislature
I8 concerned, For that reason they
demanded that for every county cre
ated in the porth there should be a
new county in the southeast. As there
are no more county division plan
brewing for that territory, it is sald
that members from the southeastern
counties will not give thelr consent to
the Butte county proposal,

Relatives Lose Their Jobs,

The Rockwell nepotism bill, which
had passed the senate, met with prac
tically no opposition in the house, and
was passed, but four votes belng reg
Istered agalnst it Governor Alexan
der asked for such a measure in his
message. The bill was so amended as
to apply to present state, county, city,
town, village and township officers
and prohibits the appointment elther
by them or voting for relatives of any
other officer for office. There will bo
an exodus of relatives from offices all
over the state as & result of the pass
age of the measure.

The house passed the Elrod bill call-
ing on the governor Lo appoint an ad-
ditional judge for the fifth judicial
district, composed of Bannock, Fraok-
lin, Bear Lake, Opelda, Bingham and
Power counties.

The senate joint memorial by Sen-
ator Zuck of Twin Falls calling on
congress for federal ald In the reclam-
atlon of arld and swamp lands was
passed in the house.

Among bills passed by the house
was one to reduce the salaries of at
torney-general, auditor and treasurer,
and another providing that 85 per cent
of funds raised for good roads by taxa
tlon be expended In the districts where
collected,

~ Naco, Arlz—General Hugh L. Scott,
chief of staff of the United States
army, arrived here and began an in-
vestigation of the Mexican border
trouble which has resulted in the kil
ing of five persons and the wounding
of 47 by Mexican bullets crossing the
line during the 10 weeks' slege of Na-
eo, Sonora,

General S8cott began a series of eon-
versations with persons informed on
Mexican affairs aiud also with those In
touch with General Hill, the Carranza
commander entrenched in Naco, So-
norn, and Governor Maytorena, the
Villa besleger,

General Scott’'s pence eonference
was held with an army of 4700 men,
under command of BrigadlerGeneral
Tasker H, Hllss, encamped opposite
the Mexican  battleground. The
American army forcos now consist o
the Eleventh, Eighteenth and Twenty
second Infantry, 10 troops ench of the
Ninth and Tenth cavalry and three
batteries each of the Fifth and Sixth
fleld artillery. This is a force greator
than the combined forces of the two
Meoxican camps, with artillery also su
perior to that of the Mexicans,

LOWIGE TAKEN BY
.THE CERMAN ARNY

Posen, via Berlin and London.—
Fleld Marshal von Hindenberg's army
took Lowics, Russian Poland, defeat-
ing the Russian right wing after heavy
fighting for several days.

The capture of the city compelled
the further retirement of the Russian
lines, which have lost 34 kilometers
(21 miles) since the evacuation of
Loda. The lines are now scarcely 40
kilometors from Warsaw,

The German pursuit s procoeding
successfully nlong the whole front, but
the Russinns are offering a firm re-
alstance In positions which were pre
viously fortified in preparation for de-
font. ‘

The resistance of the Russians has
by no means beon fully broken, but
their logses in the most recent battles
have heon exceedingly heoavy.

Fleld Marshal von Hindenberg says

The opinfon Is expressed here that
the Russimms probably will be unable
to resume offensive operations, but

$6,660,007, to be disposed of during the
closing week of the wesslon,

A remedinl ennctment was the pass
age of Representative Olson's bill pro-
viding certain changes in the primary
election laws to eliminate petition-
peddling and enable aspiranta for pri-
mary nominations to become cand)-
dates by paying flat fees instead of o
taining the signatures of votars,

Representative Allen's bill to snable
rural communities to form organiza
tions to obtain a low rate of Interest
wnn passed by the house and s herald:
ed by the upstate members an the
first step In the establishment of a
rural credit pystem for the state.

The Hinkle bill pansed by the house
is n departure in the way of state aid
in industrial development. The meas-
ure proposes & system of annulties
similar to those In effect by many
countries of Europe and by some of

Sheriffs of the state won a victory
when the house passed Representative
Kelly's bHl, providing that hereafter
all taxes shall be collected by the sher-

The senate passed a bill providing
that persons away from home election
day may vote wherever they may b
for presidentinl eleotors, state offloers
and constitutional amendments by
Identifying themselves and producing
n certificate by the judges of election
In thelr home precinets that they are
qualified voters

A measure intended to provent hip
dairy and creamery corporations from
freeeing out the small cooperative
eoncerns of the furmers wert through
the house. All the renresentatives
from the rural distriets voted for It
and most of the urban leglslators wlso
were for It

In the presence of a large delegation
of school teachers from Portland, who
are members of the Grade Teachers
assoclation, other educators, Seustlor
Moser and others, Governor Withy-
combe wlgned Senator Moser's bit
which provides shat there shall be no
diserimination In the pavmeont of sal
aries between male and female teach
ers
